Standard  wages  are  paid,  but  the  big 
saver  is  the  free  room  and  board  pro- 
vided with  each  job  and  arranged  in  ad- 
vance by  the  Student  Overseas  Ser- 
vices. SOS  fills  the  jobs  on  a non-profit, 
first  come,  first  served  basis  as  it  has 
done  for  the  past  16  years. 

Students  are  also  taking  to  the  roads 
on  bicycles  in  Europe  as  a means  of 
beating  both  the  energy  and  money 
crisis.  Under  a new  arrangement  stu- 
dents can  bicycle  around  Europe  with  a 
new  European  bike  that  they  can  put 
on  the  plane  and  take  home  with  them. 
SOS  has  arranged  bike  tours  for 
groups,  or  individual  bikers  who  want 
..only  a new  bike,  a map,  and  a ‘Survival 
Kit’. 

“But  no  matter  what  the  reason  for 
going  to  Europe  — exploring,  study- 
ing, working-,’’  advised  John  Carodine, 
SOS  Placement  Officer,  at  a recent  Uni- 
versity of  Miami  meeting,  “Students 
should  immediately  sign  up  for  their 
school  charter  flight  in  order  to  side- 
step increasing  air  fares.”  Students  can 
also  sign  up  with  a neighboring  school

First  of  all,  let  me  explain  the  title  of 
this  column  and  maybe  that  will  help 
you  understand  its  purpose  and  intent. 
A "riff'  is  a term  applied  to  music 
describing  a certain  musician’s  exe- 
cution of  notes  that  make  up  perhaps  a 
minute  section  of  a piece  of  music.  IE: 
Billy  Joel’s  “Piano  Man”.  When  the 
lyrics  say:  "And  the  piano  sounds  like  a 
carnival”,  the  piano  crescendoes  and 
rises  up  the  scale  . . . this  is  a “riff’;  a 
piano  riff.  There  are  also  guitar  riffs, 
trumpet  riffs,  and  so  on.  Now  that  you 
understand  relatively  well  what  a riff 
is,  I shall  pen-point  my  dissertation. 

Now,  with  this  column  there  are  ‘pen 
riffs'.  You  must  excuse  the  liscense  I am 
taking  to  point  out  that  this  column  is 
about  music.  Of  course,  pens  don’t 
make  music  and  really  don’t  make  riffs, 
but  since  I want  to  make  this  column 
more  than  just  an  album  review,  I have 
chosen  that  title  in  hopes  that  you  will 
look  at  it  in  that  manner. 

But,  as  with  all  things,  one  must  in 
reviewing,  have  a starting  topic.  Con- 
sequently, I have  chosen  for  this  issue 
the  Doobie  Brothers’  new  LP:  "What 
Were  Once  Vices  Are  Now  Habits”  now 
out  on  the  Warner  Brothers  Label. 

This  is  thethird  bugcutfor  the  Doobies 
and  they  quite  successfully  maintain 
their  far  famed  quality.  It  is  amazing 
how  they  have  developed  such  tight,  re- 
fined sound  in  producing  only  three  al- 
bums. This  only  proves  the  great  bene- 
fit obtained  by  their  years  of  traveling 
across  country  as  a warm-up  band  for 
other  groups.  The  Doobies  sounds  are 
based  on  refined,  even  restrained  hard 
rock  and  roll.  They  show  this  explicitly 
on  "The  Captain  and  Me”  album.  On 
the  latest  album  “What  Were  Once 
Vices  Are  Now  Habits”  however  they 
produce  a more  mellow  sound  and  even 
show  hints  of  country.  (Not  as  in  Coun- 
try and  Western  . . . rather  as  in  out- 
doors). 

Jeff  "Skunk”Baxter,  who  is  usually 
connected  with  Steely  Dan  of  “Do  It 
Again”  fame,  plays  the  pedel  steel  gui- 
tar on  a couple  of  cuts  on  side  one.  Arlo 
Guihrie  also  adds  to  this  some  auto- 
harp. 

This  ‘mellow’  sound  seems  to  be  of  ma- 
jor importance  on  this  particular  al- 
bum. Patrick  Simmons  has  shown  his 
development  into  an  excellent  song- 
writer. (Tom  Johnston  has  written 
most  of  their  hit  singles).  Simmon’s 
“Clear  As  the  Driven  Snow”  from  “The 
Captain  and  Me”  album  is  of  com- 
mendable merit,  and  one  of  my  favor- 
ite all  time  recordings. 

Tom  Johnston , who  is  undoubtedly  the 
leader  of  the  group  (and  who  has  al- 
ways looked  to  me  like  Governor  Kit 
Bond’s  Hippie  twin  brother)  adds 
“Down  in  the  Track”  along  with  the  re- 
gular rockin  Doobie  Brothers’  songs 
mostly  found  on  side  one.  Even  the 
bass  player,  Tiran  Porter,  adds  his 
composing  abilities  to  the  album  with; 
“Flying  Cloud”,  a restful  instrumental 
that  closes  the  album.  The  develop- 
ment of  both  Simmons  and  Porter  as 
songwriters  is  a most  important  step 
for  the  Dobbies  because  most  SUPER 
groups  of  "Rock”  are  complete  groups, 
every  member  adding  his  full  creative 
abilities  to  mold  the  entire  sound.  This 
is  what  makes  rock  music  what  it  is . . . 
a small  group  musicianship  with  more 
than  just  musical  enjoyment  as  its 
intent. 

In  closing  I might  add  this;  if  you  have 
a favorite  group,  album  or  performer 
and  would  like  to  have  them,  it  or  him 
discussed  please  contact  me,  Chris- 
topher Whelan,  (usually  in  the  the- 
atre) and  carry  me  off  to  some  place 
where  we  can  'get  into  it’.  I would 
certainly  appreciate  it  and  we  would 
both  at  least  get  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  our  interests  are  shared 
by  someone  else.  Perhaps  we  can  put  to 
gether  a few  riffs  ourselves.

Bootleggers  ”

“The  Bootleggers”  is  a refreshing 
film  to  see.  It  isn’t  in  any  way  a monu- 
mental film,  but  it  is  enjoyable.  That’s 
what  it’s  intent  was,  and  it  does  a good 
job  of  achieving. this. 

By  refreshing,  I mean  it’s  unique  in 
it’s  depiction  of  violence.  There  is  an 
abundance  of  shoot  ’em  ups,  but  these 
sequences,  filmed  in  slow  motion, 
because  that  seems  to  be  the  method 
shoot  ’em  ups  must  be  filmed  in,  are 
realistic  and  conspicuously  lack  the 
gore  of  blood  spattered  bodies.  Ever 
since  Sam  Peckinpaughs’s  “Wild 
Bunch”,  this  technique  of  realism,  — 
bodies  torn  by  gunshots,  spewing  what 
everybody  expects  to  see,  good  old  red 
blood  — has  been  a necessary  element 
of  any  movie  that  has  any  message  at 
all  to  convey,  or  so  it  seems.  In  “The 
Bootleggers”,  when  someone  is  shot,  he 
doesn't  bleed.  To  most  purists,  this 
would  probably  be  a gross  missuse  of 
the  medium,  but  for  me  — I consider 
myself  a purist  — it  was  refreshing. 
The  violent  shoot  'em  ups  were  ef- 
fective and  had  a passable  — not  expert 
— sense  of  reEilism.  The  lack  of  blood 
made  the  scenes  less  offensive  and  re- 
minded me  that  I was  watching  just  a 
movie,  not  a slice  of  reality  captured  on 
film.  This  too,  helped  make  the  film  en- 
joyable and  refreshing. 

Perhaps  in  this  way  will  “The  Boot- 
leggers” sell  and  become  an  important 
piece  of  celluloid  commercialism.  The 
film  is  done  by  a beginner,  William 
Pierce,  and  all  the  actors  save  Slim 
Pickens  and  the  woman  who  played  his 
wife  (I  failed  to  catch  her  name  on  the 
credits  because  of  everyone’s  mad  dash 
to  exit  when  they  thought  the  film  was 
over)  are  new  faces  in  movies.  Perhaps 
because  of  this,  the  seemingly  new 
talent,  adequately  good,  and  the  taste- 
ful depiction  of  violence  (if  there  is  such 
a thing)  the  movie  may  mark  the  be- 
ginning of  a new  era  in  filmmaking. 
The  year  1974  promises  to  be  an 
exciting  one  for  the  movies,  what  with 
“The  Great  Gatsby”  and  other  films 
already  being  highly  touted  and  the 
emergence  of  “Marne”  and  other 
musicals  soon  to  be  released.  If  “The 
Bootleggers”  becomes  a sleeper  in  the 
box  office  as  “Summer  of ’42”  was  a few 
years  ago,  perhaps  we  may  see  another 
golden  age  of  movies,  something 
movies  haven’t  had  since  the  advent  of 
television. 

And  “The  Bootleggers”  can  do  just 
that.  It’s  main  character  Arthur  (pro- 
nounced Oh-thur,  with  a long  O)  Pruit 
is  played  by  Paul  Koslo.  He  has  an  in- 
bred  sense  of  what  every  sex  star  needs 
and  given  the  right  parts,  he  could  be- 
come a very  big  sex  star  in  the  future. 
As  far  as  his  acting  ability  goes,  he 
seems  to  have  lots  of  it.  I think  lacking 
direction  — failure  to  create  for  the 
actors  sufficient  motivation  — was  the 
only  thing  that  hurt  him  in  this  film. 
His  uproariously  hillbilly  sidekick, 
cousin  Dewey  Crenshaw  played  by 
Dennis  Fimpley  is  by  far  the  best 
character  in  the  movie.  He  is  hilarious. 
But  here  too,  the  director  hampers  him 
by  trying  to  pull  too  much  cuteness  out 
of  some  of  his  best  scenes.  Still,  he 
makes  the  movie  really  fun. 

The  storyline  is  simple  and  really  un- 
imaginitive,  so  I won’t  delve  into  it. 
Just  imagine  to  yourself  what  the  plot 
of  a movie  about  bootleggers  in 
Arkansas  in  the  1930’s  would  be  about 
and  you  have  the  storyline.  Except  the 
ending,  it’s  a surprise  that  I just  can’t 
divulge. 

In  short,  everything  about  the  movie 
would  tend  to  make  any  critic  — pro- 
fessional or  just  plain  movie  fan  — go 
nuts  putting  it  down.  But  for  some 
reason,  the  movie  entertains  and 
that’s  what  redeems  it. 

Go  see  it.  You’ll  see  what  I mean.

“REAL  isn’t  how  you  are  made,”  said 
the  Skin  Horse.  “It’s  a thing  that  hap- 
pens to  you.  When  a child  loves  you  for 
a long,  long  time,  not  just  to  play  with, 
but  REALLY  loves  you,  then  you  be- 
come Real.” 

“Does  it  hurt?”  asked  the  Rabbit. 

“Sometimes,”  said  the  Skin  Horse, 
for  he  was  always  truthful.  “When  you 
are  Real  you  don’t  mind  being  hurt. 

“Does  it  happen  all  at  once,  like  be- 
ing wound  up,”  he  asked,  “or  bit  by 
bit?” 

"It  doesn’t  happen  all  at  once,”  said 
the  Skin  Horse.  “You  become.  It  takes  a 
long  time.  That’s  why  it  doesn’t  often 
happen  to  people  who  break  easily,  or 
have  sharp  edges,  or  who  have  to  be 
carefully  kept.  Generally,  by  the  time 
you  Eire  Real,  most  of  your  hair  has 
been  loved  off,  and  your  eyes  drop  out 
and  you  get  loose  hair  has  been  loved 
off,  and  your  eyes  drop  out  and  you  get 
loose  in  the  joints  and  very  shabby.

Fifteen  young  people,  their 
ages  from  5 to  13  years,  Black,  White, 
and  Chicano  from  Kansas  City’s  west 
side  are  coming  to  Avila  to  spend  with 
Karyn  and  friend’s  three  days  of 
nothing  but  a beautiful  happening. 
This  experience  has  been  arranged  by 
Casey  as  a requirement  for  the  Social 
Work  Dept,  headed  by  Elizabeth  Nor- 
ris.

2)  Saturday  morning  at  the  zoo 

3)  All  day  picnic  at  Swope  Park 

4)  Spaghetti  Dinner 

5)  Slumber  Party

The  children  will  be  assigned  to 
stay  in  the  dorms  with  various  stu- 
dents, (who  will  also  assist  Karyn  with 
the  planned  activities),  including: 
Maggie  Brown,  John  Davis,  Nina  Fur- 
st, Sheila  Hanna,  Brenda  Harden, 
Jean  Lamore,  Belinda  Landor,  John 
Lenhart,  John  Savage,  and  George 
Thomas. 

If  you  feel  you  are  Real,  pick  up  a 
little  on  life  with  the  Velveteen  Rabbit, 
the  Skin  Horse,  and  Karyn,  because  as 
the  Skin  Horse  will  tell  you  “once  you 
are  real  you  can’t  become  unreal.” 


For  the  last  month  a group  of  stu- 
dents have  been  working  on  a Consti- 
tution to  provide  the  Avila  College 
Campus  with  a viable  student  govern- 
ment. Much  debate  and  compromise 
has  gone  into  it  and  now  it’s  up  to  the 
student  body  to  make  it  work.  With  the 
active  support  of  the  students,  this 
government  could  help  make  Avila  Col- 
lege more  than  just  an  academic  exper- 
ience. Without  a government,  you  as  a 
student  have  no  means  of  insuring  fair 
representation  on  faculty  committees, 
you  have  no  representative  voice  in 
how  your  money  is  spent,  and  most  of 
all  you  have  no  right  to  complain  about 
the  way  things  are  done.  You  have  the 
opportunity  to  run  for  government,  you 
have  the  opportunity  to  make  it  work, 
you  are  the  one  person  who  could  real- 
ly make  a difference  — Why  not  try? 

If  the  Constitution  is  ratified,  the 
government  will  be  composed  of  an 
Executive  Board  (Chairman,  Chair- 
man of  the  Student  Union  Board,  Se- 
cretary, and  Treasurer)  and  Senate 
(two  representatives  from  each  of  the 
eight  departments:  Religious  Studies, 
Philosophy,  and  Undecided  Majors, 
Modern  Languages;  Fine  Arts;  Natural 
Sciences  and  Mathematics;  Social 
Sciences;  Business;  Education  and 
Psychology;  and  Nursing).  The  duties 
of  each  office  can  be  found  in  Article  I 
of  the  Bylaws.  The  qualifications  to  run 
for  each  office  can  be  found  in  Article  V 
(Elections  and  Qualifications)  of  the 
Constitution. 

The  time  and  place  for  the  Depart- 
mental Primaries  will  be  announced  on 
April  3, 1974  during  classes.  They  may 
be  held  between  April  3 and  April  8. 
The  nomination  petitions,  as  defined  in 
the  Constitution  can  be  picked  up  in 
Sally  Robertson’s  office  from  April  3rd 
to  the  19th.  These  petitions  must  be  re- 
turned to  the  Constitution  and  Elec- 
tion Committee  no  later  than  5:00  p.m. 
Friday,  April  19,  1974,  in  room  713. 

Elections  will  be  held  in  O’Rielly  on 
April  22,  23,  and  24,  from  8:00  a.m.  to 
8:00  p.m.  At  this  time,  voting  for  ratifi- 
cation will  also  take  place. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STUDENT 
GOVERNMENT  ASSOCIATION  OF 
AVILA  COLLEGE,  KANSAS  CITY, 
MISSOURI 

ARTICLE  I NAME 
The  name  of  this  organization  is  the 
Student  Government  Association  of 
Avila  College. 

ARTICLED 

PURPOSE  AND  POWERS 
Sec.  1 The  purpose  of  this  association 
is: 

(a)  To  assist  the  college  in  the  reali- 
zation of  its  philosophy  as  set 
forth  in  the  Avila  College  Cata- 
log. 

(b)  To  actualize  the  concept  of  mun- 
dialization  as  endorsed  in  1970. 

(c)  To  investigate  teacher-student 
relations,  faculty  and  adminis- 
trative policy  and  curricula 
through  student  representation 
on  all  Standing  College  Com- 
mittees. 

(d)  To  act  as  a means  of  communi- 
cation and  to  present  campus  is- 
sues to  students,  faculty,  staff 
and  administration. 

(e)  To  assist  in  solving  campus  pro- 
blems in  cooperation  with  the 
administration,  faculty,  staff 
and  other  interested  parties. 

(f)  To  initiate,  promote  and  super- 
vise general  campus  activities. 

Sec.  2 The  final  authority  for  the 
government  of  the  College  rests 
in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Avila  College 
through  the  President  of  the  Col- 
lege. All  actions  of  the  student 
government  are  subject  to  re- 
view and  veto  by  these  agencies 
through  the  Dean  of  Students  ex- 
cept under  such  authority  as  is 
specifically  granted  to  the  Asso- 
ciation by  the  President  of  the 
College. 

Sec.  3 Any  action  of  the  Student  Coun- 
cil may  be  overridden  by: 

(a)  The  presentation  of  a petition 


Government  by 

bearing  the  signatures  of  at  least 
one-fourth  of  the  members  of  the 
Avila  College  Student  Govern- 
ment Association. 

(b)  A special  referendum  that  must 
be  called  by  the  Student  Council 
within  two  weeks  of  receipt  of 
said  petition.  In  this  referen- 
dum 2/3  of  those  voting  must 
vote  against  the  action  of  the 
Student  Council. 

Sec.  4 The  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation selects  its  own  advisor 
from  the  faculty  or  administra- 
tion each  year,  subject  to  appro- 
val by  the  Dean  of  Students.  The 
Dean  of  Students  serves  as  ex-of- 
ficio advisor  if  the  Dean  desires. 

ARTICLE  m MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  of  the  Student 
Government  Association  of  Avila  Col- 
lege is  comprised  of  all  students  of  the 
said  institution. 

ARTICLE  IV  STRUCTURE  OF 
GOVERNMENT 

Sec.  1 The  Student  Council  is  com- 
prised of  the  Executive  Board 
and  the  Senate. 

(a)  The  Executive  Board  consists  of 
the  chairman,  treasurer,  secre- 
tary, and  chairman  of  the  Stu- 
dent Union  Board. 

(b)  The  Senate  is  comprised  of  the 
following: 

1)  Two  representatives  from 
each  academic  department. 

2)  One  faculty  representative. 

3)  Two  non-voting  members: 
staff  advisor,  and  Dorm 
Government  representative. 

(c)  The  following  are  Standing 
Committess  of  the  Senate: 

1)  Student  Union  Board 

2)  Finance  Committee 

3)  Campus  News  Committee 

4)  Evaluation  Committee 

ARTICLE  V ELECTIONS 
AND  QUALIFICATIONS 

Sec.  1 Elections  of  all  officers  and  re- 
presentatives must  be  held  by  se- 
cret ballot  at  a designated  time 
set  by  the  Election  Committee. 
The  new  government  takes  of- 
fice two  weeks  after  the  election. 

Sec.  2 All  candidates  must  maintain  a 
2.0  on  a 4.0  scale. 

Sec.  3 Candidates  for  Executive  Board 
must  be  full-time  students  car- 
rying no  more  than  16  hours  ex- 
cept by  approval  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  and  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents. These  candidates  must  al- 
so have  been  a member  in  good 
standing  in  the  Association  at 
least  one  academic  year  pre- 
vious to  taking  office.  Executive 
Board  members  may  not  hold 
any  office  in  other  organization. 

Sec.  4 The  following  statement  will  be 
signed  by  the  candidate: 

"I  have  read  the  part  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  SGA  dealing 
with  the  qualifications  for  the  of- 
fice for  which  I am  running  and 
do  hereby  certify  that  I am  quali- 
fied to  fill  this  office.” 

Sec.  5 Candidates  are  elected  if  they 
have  received  a plurality  of  the 
votes  cast.  In  the  case  of  a tie,  a 
revote  will  be  taken. 

Sec.  6 Any  election  is  invalid  if  less 
than  10%  of  the  student  body 
vote. 

Sec.  7 Vacant  positions  in  Student 
Council  will  be  filled  according 
to  the  requirements  of  that  posi- 
tion by  appointment  through  the 
Student  Council. 

Sec.  8 Officers  and  Senators  may  be 
impeached  by  a 2/3  vote  of  the 
Student  Government  Associa- 
tion for  the  following  reasons: 

(a)  Conduct  reflecting  disparaging- 
ly upon  the  good  name  of  the  col- 
lege. 

(b)  Action  in  violation  of  this  con- 
stitution. 

ARTICLE  VI  MEETINGS 
Sec.  1 The  .entire  association  must 
meet  once  a month  in  an  open 
general  assembly.  The  use  of 


the  People 

Parliamentary  Procedure  is  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  Student  Coun- 
cil. 

Sec.  2 Regular  meetings  of  the  Student 
Council  are  held  at  least  twice  a 
month.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  when  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Student 
Council. 

Sec.  3 The  Student  Council  in  formal 
procedures  and  in  voting  abides 
by  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order. 

ARTICLE  VII  AMENDMENTS 

Sec.  1 Amendments  to  this  constitu- 
tion may  be  initiated  by:  (a)  A 

petition  of  one-fourth  of  the  stu- 
dent body;  or 

(b)  A unanimous  vote  of  the  Stu- 
dent Council  members  present 
and  voting. 

Sec.  2 Amendments  shall  be  incorpor- 
ated into  the  constitution  fol- 
lowing: 

(a)  An  election  in  which  2/3  major- 
ity of  those  members  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association 
voting  give  its  approval. 

(b)  Approval  of  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents, and 

(c)  Before  any  election  notice  in  at 
least  one  week  in  advance  must 
be  given  to  the  student  body 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  STUDENT

ARTICLE  1:  Functions  of  Office 

Sec.  1 The  Executive  Board  will  be 
responsible  for  all  business  occurring 
between  the  Student  Council  Meetings 
and  are  accountable  to  the  Senate  for 
such  actions. 

Sec.  2 Power  to  sign  checks  is  vested 
in  the  four  (4)  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  The  Executive  Board  sig- 
natures are  required  on  each  check  as 
well  as  the  signature  of  the  Advisor. 
The  treasurer’s  signature  must  be  one 
of  the  Executive  Board  signatures. 

Sec.  3 The  Executive  Board  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  maintenance  of  an  or- 
ganized, effective  Government  Office. 

sec.  4 The  Executive  Board  is  re- 
sponsible for  approving  absences  of  the 
Senators. 

Sec.  5 The  Executive  Board  is  re- 
sponsible for  all  other  duties  implied  by 
office. 

Sec.  6 Duties  of  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Board: 

a.  Is  the  official  representative  of 
the  student  body, 

b.  Is  responsible  for  the  coordi- 
nation of  the  Executive  Board. 

c.  Assumes  a major  role  in  estab- 
lishing priorities  of  concern  for 
the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation. 

d.  Plans  the  agenda  for  such  meet- 
ing to  be  published  in  Campus 
News. 

e.  Presides  and  maintains  parlia- 
mentary order  at  meetings. 

f.  Has  power  to  appoint  Presiden- 
tial committess  as  he  deems  ne- 
cessary. 

g.  Maintains  a list  of  all  college 
and  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation Committees. 

h.  Calls  special  meetings  when  ne- 
cessary. 

i.  Is  ex  officio  of  all  committees. 

j.  Is  informed  on  all  communica- 
tions. 

Sec.  7 Duties  of  the  Treasurer 

a.  Presides  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman  of  Student  Council. 

b.  Receives  and  banks  all  moneys 
due  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation. 

c.  Keeps  bookkeeping  records  of 
such  funds. 

d.  Disperses  all  moneys  as  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association 
may  direct. 

e.  Gives  a statement  of  finances  as 
often  as  required. 

f.  Serves  on  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee. 


g.  Is  responsible  for  all  other  du- 
ties assigned  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation. 

Sec.  8 Duties  of  the  Secretary: 

a.  Calls  meetings  to  order  in  ab- 
sence of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Student  Council  and  Treasurer. 

b.  Takes  role  call  and  records  ab- 
sentees at  meetings. 

c.  Has  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  approved. 

d.  Conducts  reports  on  all  corre- 
spondence. 

e.  Records  all  minutes  in  parlia- 
mentary form  and  provides  for 
distribution  within  a specified 
time  to  be  established  by  the 
Executive  Board. 

f.  Notifies  committees  of  their  ap- 
pointment and  business. 

g.  Maintains  a list  of  all  members 
of  the  association. 

h.  Notifies  all  members  of  the  meet- 
ings. 

i.  Serves  as  a member  of  Campus 
News  Committee. 

j.  Is  responsible  for  all  other  du- 
ties assigned  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation. 

Sec.  9 Duties  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Student  Union  Board. 

a.  Is  responsible  for  the  coordi- 
nation of  campus  activities  and 
Student  Union  Board. 

b.  Is  responsible  for  the  master  ca- 
lendar of  events  in  coordination 
with  the  Director  of  Student 

c.  Is  responsible  for  appointing  a 
Secretary  for  the  Student  U nion 
Board. 

d.  Is  responsible  for  planning  the 
agenda  for  each  of  his  commit- 
tee meetings  to  be  published  in 
Campus  News. 

e.  Calls  special  Student  Union 
Board  meetings  when  neces- 

8 ary . 

f.  Has  power  to  appoint  Student 
Union  Board  sub-committees  as 
he  deems  necessary  and, 

g.  Is  responsible  for  all  other  du- 
ties assigned  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation. 


Sec.  10  Duties  of  the  Senate: 

a.  Is  responsible  to  the  Student 
body. 

b.  Has  power  to  interview,  ap- 
prove and  appoint  interested 
students  to  representative  po- 
sitions on  all  Standing  College 
Committees. 

c.  Is  responsible  for  maintaining 
active  representatives  on  the 
aforementioned  college  com- 
mittees. 

d.  Has  power  to  review  and  ap- 
prove all  club  and  organiza- 
tion charters. 

e.  Has  power  to  review  and  ap- 
prove all  committee  work. 

f.  Is  responsible  for  setting  up  an 
Election  Committee  six  weeks 
prior  to  elections. 

g.  Is  reponsible  for  carrying  on  all 
business  of  the  Student 
Government  Association. 

h.  Is  responsible  to  approve  the 
actions  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  11  Duties  of  the  Senator: 

a.  Is  individually  responsible  for 
reporting  to  and  from  their  de- 
partments. 

b.  Is  responsible  for  attending  the 
business  meetings  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

c.  Must  serve  on  one  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committees  of  the  Student 
Council. 

d.  Is  responsible  for  all  duties  as- 
signed to  him  by  the  Executive 
Board. 

Sec.  12  Term  of  Office: 

All  members  of  the  Student 
Council  serve  terms  begin- 
ning the  day  of  their  election 
until  the  elections  are  held  for 
the  nejct  academic  year. 


ARTICLE  II:  Meetings 
of  Student  Council 

Sec.  1 Meetings 

In  order  to  conduct  a business 
meeting,  a quorum  (2/3)  of  the 
voting  members  of  the  Student 
Council  must  be  present. 

ARTICLE  III;  Clubs 
and  Organizations 

Sec.  1 For  financial  consideration  all 
clubs  and  organization/  must 
send  one  representative  to  a de- 
signated monthly  Student 
Union  Board  meeting  and  ad- 
here to  the  criteria  as  set  fourth 
by  the  Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV:  Elections 

Sec.  1 Elections  will  be  conducted  by 
an  Election  Committee  of  the 
Senate.  This  committee  will  be 
established  at  least  six  weeks 
prior  to  the  nomination  dead- 
line. 

Sec.  2 The  nomination  deadline  will  be 
two  weeks  before  the  set  election 
date.  By  this  time  all  petitions 
must  be  presented  to  the  Elec- 
tion Committee  and  approved. 

See.  3 Approval  is  constituted  by  veri- 
cation  of  signatures  and  qualifi- 
cations, and  results  in  the  place- 
ment of  the  nominee’s  names  on 
the  ballot  in  order  of  approval.  * 

Sec.  4 Candidates  may  not  submit 
more  than  one  petition  or  run  for 
more  than  one  position. 

Sec.  5 Members  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  may  sign 
more  than  one  candidate’s  peti- 
tion. 

Sec.  6 Executive  Board  Candidates 
must  submit  petitions  bearing  at 
least  seventy-five  signatures  of 
Student  Government  Associa- 
tion members. 

Sec.  7 Senate  Candidates 

a.  Preliminary  nominations  for 
Senators  are  made  from  each 
major.  Primaries  within  the  de- 
partments will  be  held  to  yield 
not  more  than  four  nominees. 

b.  Department  nominees  must 
then  submit  petitions  to  the  Elec- 
tion Committee  bearing  at  least 
fifty  signatures. 

ARTICLE  V:  Standing  Comittees 

Sec.  1 Standing  Committees  are  the 
Campus  News  Committee,  Eval- 
uation Committee,  Finance 
Committee,  and  the  Student 
Union  Board. 

Sec.  2 Campus  News  Committee 

a.  Campus  News  Committee  con- 
sists of  the  Secretary  of  Student 
Government  Association,  and 
four  (4)  Senators  and  all  inter- 
ested students. 

b.  The  Campus  News  Committee  is 
responsible  for  providing  an 
avenue  for  communicating  all 
Student  Government  Associa- 
tion issues  and  events  to  the 
campus  community. 

c.  The  Committee  will  meet  as  of- 
ten as  necessary  to  public  the 
News  Bulletin. 

The  News  Bulletin  will: 

1.  Provide  a weekly  summary  of 
current  campus  events. 

2.  Provide  an  open  forum  for  dis- 
cussion of  campus  concerns. 

3.  Focus  on  informing  the  cam- 
pus on  committee  work  and 
campus  opportunities. 

Sec.  3 Evaluation  Committee 

a.  The  Evaluation  Committee  con- 
sists of  three  (3)  Senators  and  all 
interested  students. 

b.  The  purpose  of  the  Evaluation 
Committee  is  to  evaluate  and  de- 
velop a file  on  every  project 
undertaken  by  the  Student 
Council  in  order  to  facilitate  fu- 
ture programming  for  the  Avila 
Community. 

c.  The  Committee  is  responsible 
for  conducting  any  necessary 
survey  for  the  Student  Council 
and  for  presenting  the  results  of 
the  said  surveys.  The  Commit- 
tee also  develops  files  on  all  pro- 
jects and  reports  all  results  of  the 
evaluation  to  Campus  News. 


Sec.  4 Finance  Committee 

a.  The  Finance  Committee  con- 
sists of: 

1.  Student  Government  Trea- 
surer, 

2.  Three  (3)  Senators 

3.  Three  (3)  Students  ap- 
pointed by  the  Dean;  and, 

4.  The  Dean  ofStudentsorhis 
designate. 

b.  The  Finance  Committee  is  re- 
sponsible for  approving  the  bud- 
gets of 

1.  The  Student  Council 

2.  The  Standing  Committees; 
and, 

3.  All  Clubs  and  Organizations. 

c.  The  following  guides  will  be  used 
for  their  decisions: 

1.  Organizations  must  sub- 
mit approved  charters  which 
state: 

1.  The  name  of  the  organiza- 
tion 

2.  The  purpose  of  the  organi- 
zation 

3.  The  criteria  for  member- 
ship 

4.  Their  service  to  individual 
groups,  campus  at  large, 
and  the  community 

5.  An  acknowledged  advisor 

6.  Any  other  information 
deemed  necessary  by  the 
Finance  Committee. 

2.  All  organizations  must  submit  a 

budget  covering  expendi- 
tures for  the  following  aca- 
demic year  including: 

a.  Specific  speculated  events 
planned  for  the  coming  aca- 
demic year 

b.  A breakdown  of  the  cost  of 
each  event. 

3.  In  general,  supporting  funds  for 

individual  functions  may  be 
applied  for  to  the  amount  of 
no  more  than  75%  of  the  cost. 
Proof  of  the  existence  of  the 
organizations’  funds  must  be 
presented  to  the  treasurer  be- 
fore the  organization  can  re- 
ceive assistance.  If  the  or- 
ganization does  not  have 
funds  available,  it  may  apply 
for  a loan. 

4.  If  funds  are  not  available  at  the 

time  of  the  event,  a request  for 
a loan  may  be  submitted.  Re- 
payment must  be  made  with- 
in the  academic  year  with  no 
interest  accumulating.  Fail- 
ure to  repay  this  loan  will  end 
financial  assistance  from  the 
Government  until  the  debt  is 
paid. 

5.  Evaluations  of  all  events  which 

the  government  has  financed 
or  aided  must  be  submitted 
one  week  after  the  function  to 
the  Evaluation  and  Finance 
Committees.  Failure  to  com- 
ply with  this  requirement  will 
endanger  the  organization’s 
future  financial  assistance 
from  the  Government.  The 
evaluation  forms  will  be  pre- 
sented to  each  organization 
developing  after  the  deadline 
for  budgets,  procedures  of  #1-3 
must  be  followed  and  they  will 
receive  budget  allotments  if 
funds  are  available.

c.  The  Student  Union  Board  in  co- 
ordination with  the  Director  of 
Student  Life  will  be  responsible 
for  student  imput  and  report  to 
the  Student  Council  on: 

1.  The  management  of  the  Stu- 


dent Union  which  includes 
policies,  space  allocations, 
and  remodeling. 

2.  Campus  programming  in- 
cluding the  areas  of: 

1.  Special  Events 

2.  Movies 

3.  Student  Union  Activities 

4.  Lectures  and  Cultural 
Events 

5.  Live  Entertainment 

6.  Publicity 

3.  The  review  and  recommend- 
ation concerning  the  hiring 
and  retiring  of  the  Coordina- 
tor of  Student  Life  to  the  Dean 
of  Students. 

Sec.  6 Chairman  of  Committees 

1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Financial 

Committee,  Campus  News 
Committee,  and  the  Evalua- 
tion Committee  will  be  select- 
ed by  the  said  committee. 

2.  The  Chairman  of  the  Student 

Union  Board  is  elected  at 
large. 

Sec.  7 Each  committee  will  establish 
their  regular  meeting  time 
subject  to  approval  by  the 
Council. 

Sec.  8 All  committees  will  conduct 
open  meetings  to  be  publi- 
cized in  Campus  News. 

Sec.  9 The  Committee  will  be  responsi- 
ble for  a report  of  their  business 
at  each  Council  meeting. 


SUGGESTED  REVISIONS  OF  THE 
CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS: 
The  Avila  College  Faculty  shall  be  in- 
vited to  select  one  of  its  members  to  be- 
come a voting  member  of  the  Student 
Council.  At  least  once  each  academic 
year  each  seat  shall  be  up  for  election. 

Article-Rights  and  Freedoms  of  the 
Avila  College  Student  Community  and 
those  included  in  the  Student  Hand- 
book: 

Section  1.  The  ACSC  shall  do  all  in 
its  power  to  uphold  and  protect  the  fol- 
lowing rights  and  freedoms  of  the 

ACSC. 

A.  The  right  and  freedom  to  par- 

ticipate in  the  government  of 
the  College. 

B.  The  right  and  freedom  to  par- 

ticipate in  the  formulation  of 
policy  affecting  the  educa- 
tion and  welfare  of  the  Col- 
lege community. 

C.  The  right  and  freedom  to  due 

process  of  law. 

D.  The  right  and  freedom  to  infor- 

mation concerning  regu- 
lations. 

E.  The  right  and  freedom  to  have 

student  records  kept  confi- 
dential. 

F.  The  right  and  freedom  to  be  eli- 

gible to  vote  in  any  election  or 
referendum  conducted  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  constitu- 
tion and  such  by-laws  as  may 
be  enacted. 

G.  The  right  and  freedom  to  form 

organizations  and  associa- 
tions. 

H.  The  right  and  freedom  of  ac- 

cess to  higher  education. 

I.  The  right  and  freedom  of  ex- 

pression and  inquiry  in  the 
campus  commun- 

ity. 

J.  The  right  and  freedom  to  estab- 
lish and  issue  publications  free 
of  censorship. 

K.  The  right  and  freedom  to  be  pro- 

tected from  unwarranted 
search. 

The  Student  Judicial  Council: 

A.  Shall  have  responsibilities  as 

stated  in  the  Student  Judicial 
Council  Code  and  this  consti- 
tution and  such  by-laws  as 
may  be  enacted. 

B.  Shall,  along  with  subordinate 

judicial  bodies,  guarantee  due 
process  of  law  as  outlined  in 
the  Student  Judicial  Council 
Code. 

C.  Shall  consist  of  eight  members: 

to  be,  elected  in  accordance 
with  the  constitution  and 
such  bylaws  as  may  be  enact- 
ed. 


RECALL  OF  ELECTED  REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF  THE  AVILA  COD 
LEGE  STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 
Section  1.  Any  member  of  the  ACSG 
may  submit  to  the  student  Judicial 
Council  Council  requesting  the  recall  of 
any  elected  representatives  of  the 
ACSG. 

Section  2.  Such  a petition  must  contain 
the  valid  signatures  of  at  least  ten  (10) 
per  cent  of  the  constituency  from  which 
the  representative  affected  was  elect- 
ed. 

Section  3.  Upon  verification  of.the  vali- 
dity of  the  petition,  a recall  election 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  Student  Judi- 
cial Council  within  two  weeks. 

Section  4.  If  a majority  of  the  total  con- 
stituency votes  to  recall  an  elected  re- 
presentative, he  shall  be  removed  from 
office  immediately,  his  position  being 
filled  within  two  weeks  by  a special 
election  conducted  in  the  normal  man- 
ner of  elections  as  described  in  this  con- 
stitution and  such  by-laws  as  may  be 
enacted. 


REFERENDUM 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  the  ACSG 
may  submit  a petition  to  the  Student 
Judicial  Council  calling  for  a referen- 
dum to  be  conducted  concerning  any 
action  taken  by  the  Student  Council  of 
the  ACSG. 

Section  2.  Such  a petition  must  contain 
the  valid  signatures  of  at  least  ten  (10) 
per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  ACSG. 
Section  3.  Upon  verification  of  the 
validity  of  the  petition  all  actions  en- 
abled by  the  point  to  be  referended 
shall  cease  and  be  held  in  abeyance  un- 
til resolution  of  the  issue.  A refer- 
endum of  the  ACSG  shall  be  conducted 
by  the  Student  Judicial  Council  within 
two  weeks. 

Section  4.  If  a majority  of  the  members 
of  the  ACSG  vote  not  to  uphold  the 
point  in  question,  that  point  shall  be 
overturned,  and  nullified.  Actions  held 
in  abeyance  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 3 shall  permanently  cease.  If  a ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  ACSG  vote 
to  uphold  the  point  in  question  or  if  the 
vote  not  to  uphold  fails  to  achieve  a ma- 
jority, that  point  shall  be  affirmed  and 
any  actions  held  in  abeyance  in  Sec- 
tion 3 shall  be  allowed  to  continue. 


REEVALUATION  OF  THE  AVILA 
COLLEGE  STUDENT  COMMUN- 
ITY CONSTITUTION 


Section  1.  The  Student  Council  or  its  as- 
signs shall  reevaluate  this  constitu- 
tion at  least  once  every  three  years. 
Section  2.  Such  reevaluation  shall  be- 
come mandatory  immediately  upon  the 
instituion  of  changes  brought  about  by 
the  Avila  College  Board  of  Trustees,  it’s 
successors  or  assigns,  which  render 
this  constitution  partially  or  fully  in- 
operative in  it’s  present  form. 


RATIFICATION  OF  THE  AVILA 
COLLEGE  STUDENT  COMMUN- 
ITY CONSTITUTION 

Section  1.  This  ACSC  Constitution 
shall  become  effective 
immediately  after  it  is  rati- 
fied by: 

A.  A two-thirds  (2/3)  major- 
ity of  the  total  voting  mem- 
bership of  Student  Coun- 
cil, and 

B.  A majority  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  Avila  Col- 
lege Community. 

Section  2.  Upon  going  into  effect, 
this  constitution  shall 
render  null  and  void  any 
preceding  similar  docu- 
ment intended  for  the  simi- 
lar purpose  of  governing 
the  ACSC.

AMENDMENT  OF  THE  AVILA  COL 
LEGE  STUDENT  COMMUNITY 
CONSTITUTION 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  this  con- 
stitution may  be  proposed 
by: 

A.  A petition  presented  to  the 
Student  Council  bearing 
the  valid  signatures  of  at 
least  ten  (10)  percent  of  the 
members  of  the  ACSC,  or 

B.  The  Student  Council, 
whenever  two-third  (2/3) 
of  the  total  voting  mem- 
bership deems  it  advis- 
able. 

Section  2.  After  initiation,  proposed 
amendments  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  ACSC  by  the 
Student  Council  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  voting 
on  such  amendments. 

Section  3.  Amendments  shall  be- 
come effective  when  ap- 
proved by  a majority  vote 
of  the  members  of  the 
ACSC. 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  AVILA  COL- 
LEGE STUDENT  COMMUNITY 
CONSTITUTION 

Section  1.  The  Student  Council  shall 
have  the  power  to  enact 
such  by-laws  as  it  deems 
necessary  to  facilitate  the 
operation  of  the  ACSC  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  total 
voting  membership  of  the 
Student  Council. 


Section  2.  The  StudentUouncil  shall 
have  the  power  to  amend 
such  by-laws  by  a major- 
ity vote  of  the  total  voting 
membership  of  Student 
Council. 

Section  3.  Such  enactment  of  and 
amendments  to  such  by- 
laws shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  provisions  of  the  Ar- 
ticle on  Referendums  as 
any  other  action  taken  by 
the  Student  Council  of  the 
ACSG. 


The  Code  of  Student  Rights,  Freedoms 
and  Responsibilities  will  have  priority 
in  rights  and  freedoms  over  the  Avila 
College  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion Constitution  and  after  passage  by 
the  Student  Council  of  the  above  men- 
tioned document  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  will  automatically  be  correct- 
ed in  conjunction  with  it. 

Suggested  revisions  to  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  may  be  submitted  to  the 
Constitution  and  Elections  Committee 
until  April  19th  to  Room  713. 

The  requirement  for  participation  in 
the  Student  Government  Association 
for  one  year  is  invalid  for  the  1974  elec- 
tions as  such  an  organization  will  not 
exist  until  after  the  constitution  is  rati- 
fied.

DHARMA  FESTIVAL  1974 

Avant-garde  poet  Allen  Ginsberg  and  Indian  musical  disciple 
Bhagavan  Das  combine  their  spiritual  energies  for  a unique  pro- 
gram of  music,  poetry,  dance,  and  meditation  — THE  DHARMA 
FESTIVAL,  Sunday  April  14  at  8 p.m.  in  Swinney  Auditorium  on 
the  UMKC  campus. 

Originally  performed  before  3,000  people  in  Boston  in  October  of 
1973,  the  concert  experience  was  so  overwhelmingly  fulfilling  that 
a concert  tour  was  planned.  The  pair  will  visit  San  Francisco,  Den- 
ver, Ann  Arbor  and  Kansas  City  among  other  stops  on  their  spiri- 
tual-encounter excursion  through  the  country. 

Ginsberg  — poet,  playwright,  old-line  spiritual  movement  man  — 
was  last  in  Kansas  City  at  the  1972  RFK  Symposium  with  friends 
Ken  Kesey  and  the  Merry  Pranksters.  His  “Troost  Street  Blues” 
poem  caused  an  uproar  at  the  time;  that  piece  has  since  been  pub- 
lished in  Kesey 's  latest  work  Garage  Sale;  Ginsberg's  latest  output 
includes  a critically-acclaimed  play  Kaddish  produced  off-Broad- 
way  last  season  as  well  as  a number  of  new  poems  and  related 
works. 

Bhagavan  Das  was  responsible  conversion  of  Richard  Alpert, 
Timothy  Leary’s  associate,  to  Baba  Ram  Dass,  as  chronicled  in  his 
Be  Here  Now.  The  6’7”  giant  “sings  the  blues  in  Yogic  Sanskirt”  as 
friend  Allen  Ginsberg  puts  it,  a knowing  assessment  of  the  man’s 
depth  and  spirit.  AH,  the  recording  of  his  chants  and  melodies,  re- 
ceived critical  acclaim  from  the  late  Alan  Watts  in  Rolling  Stone 
magazine;  similar  kudos  follow  the  man  everywhere. 

The  concert  program  will  include  music  and  chanting  by  Bhaga- 
van Das,  poetry  reading  by  Ginsberg,  and  meditation,  chanting, 
dialog  by  all  and  the  assembled  audience.  The  show,  in  the  words  of 
its  producer,  could  run  all  night,  and  in  fact  has  in  the  past.
